The ports of Britain 
are open to your fleets; the armories of Britain are available for tha purchase of 
weapons; the cities of Britain are open for the quartering of your troops (so long as 
they do not eat too many of Our subjects). Think of th© gruat pleasure you will -ob- 
tain from conquering surface people; think how It will keep your subjects from attack- ' 
ing each ether. Surely you will enjoy an "outing" on the outer surface very much. And, 
of course, when your subjects hear things "clumping about on the surface, they will know 
that some of those things are their fellow Polluti derians , giving surface people what- 
for. They will be cheered by the noise, and sleep more than ever,., 

"Your Putrefaction is hereby invited to a Grand Feast, to be held at the Full Moon 
in Jcnuary 1902.

.., Shortly after its declaration of Independence, the United States of j&ieriea sent 
ommisaries overseas to seek the ai d of various J&rope'an powers i'n the «?ar against Great 
.Britain. Benjamin Franklin was sent to France, and John Adams went to the Netherlands. 
And Arinon Pike Tent to Beaucouillon. 

Amnon Pike came fro*a a Puritan family which had been settled in Long island ever 
since its expulsion from Salem, Massashusetts in 1692!. They flourished and gradually 
abandoned their Puritanism in the more tolerant atmosphere of New York, and in 1775 
Pike,, was head of a shipping firm which imported women 'from various urban slums in Eur-, 
ope and sent them on to frontier regions where women were scarce. Ihen the Navigation 
Acts, interfered with his livelihood, he joined the revolutionists. He would have 
signed the Beclaration of "independence, but he had spent the previous evening at the 
home of a Mrs. Ross, and was not awakened until the bells rang to celebrate the signing. 
Mrs. Ross later invented a story about designing a flag to account for Pike*s presence 
in her house.. 

The new government accredited Pike as ambassador to the 8-year-old Grand Bike For- 
tun-ato XVIII j in an attempt to get a loan from the legendary riches which Beaucouillon 
swept in over . its gaming tables and from other sources of diversion for the, gentry of 
2urope. lien "the Ambassador arrived, he made two discoveries - first, that the legen- 
dary riches S">-ept right out again in payment for the immense amount of alcoholic "bever- 
ages, delicaci2S, and other luxuries en -Joyed by the Grand Ducal court, and gecond, that 
the real power in the tiny nation was wielded by the Dowager Grand Duchess Sonia, the 
sovereign's mother. 

Pike quickly worked his way into the "Dowager's confidence, to su<ah good effect 
that a treaty of alliance/- 'as 3igned between the Grand Duchy 1 of Beaucouillon and the 
United States of .America, and the Grand luke 'acquired u younger sister, born on the 
second anniversary of American independence. (This daughter, Princess Libertina, was 
later mistress to Talleyrand, Napoleon, George IV, and John C. Calhoun.) Pike was so 
impressed by the hospitality of Beaucouillon that he invited his colleague Ben j amin 
Franklin to come for a visit. The result was yet another scion to the Grand Ducal house 
Prin.ce Benjamin Voltaire de Beaucouillon, later titular Bishop of Gomorrah.
